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THE CRUSADERS’ EMBLEM AND ITS HISTORY 


The use of the red cross with the double arms stretches back into 
Christian usage of the Middle Ages, when it was the emblem of the 
Second Crusade. It was employed by the celebrated soldier, Godefroy 
de Bouillion, who placed it triumphantly on his standard at the 
capture of Jerusalem from the Infidel in 1099, and had it incorporated 
later in the arms of the House of Lorraine. 


The use of this cross as an international emblem in the crusade 
against Tuberculosis dates from 1902, when it was recognised at the 
International Conference at Berlin. 


Just as the great crusading movements of the Middle Ages unified 
Europe in the presence of a common enemy, this cross expresses the 
spirit of all countries of determined warfare upon Tuberculosis, 
the greatest plague that has ever devastated humanity. 


Versions in the detailed form of the cross having crept 
in during the last thirty years, it has been 
decided to standardise its shape, and 
the representation on the cover 
of this report is that now to 
be adopted, it is be- 
lieved, through- 
out the 
world.

To the 37th Annual General Meeting of Members, to be held 
in the Conference Hall of the County Hall, Westminster Bridge, 
London, S.E.1, on Friday, July 17, 1936, at 4-30 p.m. 


HIS MAJESTY KING GEORGE V. 


The Twenty-first Annual Conference of the National Associa- 
tion, held on June 27-29, 1935, afforded a fitting opportunity to 
convey to His Majesty King George V. an expression of homage 
and congratulation on the occasion of His Silver Jubilee. 


The following telegram was adopted by the large gathering, 
standing:— 

““The National Association for the Prevention of Tuberculosis, assembled 
in Annual Conference at Southport, begs to tender to His Majesty—the 
most gracious Patron of the Association—most humble and loyal con- 
gratulations on the auspicious occasion of His Majesty’s Silver Jubilee, and 
heartfelt, sincere good wishes for the long continuance of His Majesty’s 
beneficent reign, together with an expression of deepest gratitude for 
His Majesty’s constant interest in the cause to which—thirty-seven years 
ago—the National Association was dedicated by King Edward VII.” 


The following gracious message was received in reply:— 


“The King has received with much pleasure the message of congratulation 
from the Members of the National Association for the Prevention of Tuber- 
culosis assembled at their Annual Conference, and in thanking them His 
Majesty, as Patron, sends his best wishes for the continued success of the 
far-reaching work of the Association.” 


Amidst the brightness of midsummer and Jubilee rejoicings 
and throughout the autumn, thought of sorrow was far away. 


With the coming of the New Year the Nation was deeply moved 
by the sudden announcement of the King’s illness, and on the 
morning of January 21 the Royal House, the Nation, the Empire, 
and indeed the whole world passed into mourning for the 
revered Sovereign and beloved Father of his people. 


In humble homage and loyal condolence the Council of the 
Association tendered to King Edward VIII—who, during his

father’s reign, had been the Association’s most honoured 
President, the following Address:— 


“To the King’s Most Excellent Majesty. 
‘May it please Your Majesty, 


“We, the Chairman, Vice-Chairman, and Council, representing the 
National Association for the Prevention of Tuberculosis, beg leave humbly 
to approach Your Majesty in order to convey the expression of our heartfelt 
sorrow in the grievous loss which has befallen Your Majesty and the 
Members of the Royal House and the Empire through the death of our 
revered and beloved King. 


‘““We hasten to assure Your Majesty of our profound sympathy, as humble 
and loyal subjects, and also as members of an Association over which Your 
Majesty has for long graciously presided, and which enjoyed for many 
years the Patronage of His Gracious Majesty King George. 


““We desire also most respectfully and loyally to salute Your Majesty on 
your accession to the Throne, with the earnest prayer that Your Majesty’s 
reign may be long, prosperous and happy.

REMARKABLE PROGRESS OF THE TUBERCULOSIS 
CAMPAIGN DURING KING GEORGE’S REIGN 


In his introductory remarks at the Conference the Chairman 
of the Council spoke as follows regarding the great advance that 
had been made towards the conquest of tuberculosis during the 
twenty-five years which had passed since His Majesty graciously 
consented to continue the Royal patronage to the Association 
which was granted thirty-five years ago by King Edward VII. 


“During those twenty-five years there has occurred a complete shift in 
the national attitude towards tuberculosis, and there has developed a united, 
determined effort to exterminate the scourge. 


“During those twenty-five years, as the Mayor has just reminded us, 
there has been established throughout the entire Kingdom a uniform system 
of prevention and treatment unequalled, certainly unsurpassed, in the 
world, which we commonly know as the National Tuberculosis Scheme. 
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The nation as a whole—both the official health army and the volunteer 
force—have combined in strenuous fashion to get rid of the scourge. At 
successive conferences we have been able to record continuous advance 
towards the great objective. 


“Tam not going to trouble you with many figures, but in describing the 
record as astounding I do not exaggerate. Let me quote a very few. 


‘“Let us compare the deaths from tuberculosis in the year 1909—about the 
date of the accession—and this last year, 1934, respectively in England and 
‘Wales, and in Scotland: the deaths from all forms of tuberculosis in England 
and Wales in 190g numbered 54,425, and in 1934 numbered 30,883. The 
deaths in Scotland in rg0g numbered 9,274, and in 1934, 3,704. 


“The death-rate from tuberculosis per 100,000 of the population in 
England and Wales was, in 1909, 153-7, and in 1934, 76-3; and in Scotland 
in 1909 the death-rate per 100,000 was 198-0, and in 1934 was 75-0. 


“Still more interesting, I think, is the last fact, in view of our meeting at 
this time. The deaths of children under § years from tuberculosis were, in 
England and Wales, in 1909, 9,407, and in 7934, 1,721; and in Scotland, 
in 1909, the deaths of those children under 5 years were 1,919 and in 1934 
they were 317. Those facts are sufficiently telling to make us realise 
that an astonishing advance has been made. 


“Then let me remind you that, beyond this immense saving of life, these 
figures imply a vastly greater reduction in invalidism, economic distress 
and social embarrassment. The benefit that has accrued to the Nation is 
immeasurable.” 


LHe LATE. RT. HON. Ho. J. TENNANT 


The Council have to intimate with deep regret the death of 
the Rt. Hon. H. J. Tennant, who had been Treasurer of the 
Association for fourteen years, in succession to his brother, the 
late Lord Glenconner. The Council desire to place on record their 
sense of loss and their high appreciation of his long-continued 
services. Mr. Tennant gave freely of his time and experience in 
the interests of the Association, and the Council deplore the 
absence of a faithful officer and colleague. 


APPOINTMENT OF HONORARY TREASURER 


The Council have much satisfaction in announcing that Mr. 
H. S. Ashton, who has been a member of the Council for a 
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number of years and was a generous supporter of the Special 
Appeal (1926-28), has accepted their invitation to become 
Treasurer of the Association. They are confident that in his 
experienced hands the finances of the Association are in safe 
keeping. 


ANNUAL CONFERENCE, SOUTHPORT, 1935 


The Twenty-first Annual Conference was held at Southport 
on the invitation of the Mayor, who attended the Opening 
Ceremony and delivered an Address of Welcome. The Floral 
Hall was put at the service of the Association for the meetings. 
This is one of the best Halls in the country for such gatherings, 
owing to its excellent acoustics, spaciousness and comfort. 


Over 300 delegates attended the Conference from all parts of 

the country. There were also distinguished visitors from 
France, Denmark, Poland, the Union of South Africa, the 
United States of America, and Egypt. 


Discussion centred round “The Responsibility of the Nation 
towards the Child in respect of Tuberculosis” under the following 
heads:— 


I. How may the child be safeguarded against human infection at home, 
at school, €tc:r 


II. How may the child be safeguarded against bovine infection, with 
reference especially to milk supply? 


III. Can the child be immunised against tuberculous infection? 


IV. How may the child be safeguarded against the risks consequent on 
tuberculous infection? 


The Council were fortunate in their choice of speakers. The 
standard of addresses and papers was remarkably high, the 
discussions lively, and the attendance excellent. 


Special thanks should be recorded to Dr. Rist (France), and 
Professor Christiansen (Denmark), and Madame Dr. M. Sko- 
kowska-Rudolf (Poland), for sparing the time to come over, and 
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for their valuable papers, which were followed with the greatest 
interest by the delegates. 


ANNUAL CONFERENCE, LONDON, 1936 


The Association is grateful again to the London County 
Council for permission to hold the 22nd Annual Conference in 
the Conference Hall of the County Hall, Westminster Bridge, 
London, S.E.1. 


The chief subjects to be discussed fall into four groups, each 
having been chosen in view of the wide interest now being 
shown in these vital aspects of the tuberculosis problem. 


I. Significance of the Examination of Contacts. 
II. Protection of the adolescent and young adult from tuberculosis. 


III. Need for closer co-operation between the Tuberculosis Service and 
the Maternity and Child Welfare Service, and the Educational 
Authorities. 


IV. Tubercle-free Herds—present position and policy. 


The Minister of Health—the Rt. Hon. Sir Kingsley Wood, 
M.P.—has most kindly consented to open the Conference. 


The Chief Medical Officer of the Ministry of Health—Dr. 
Arthur MacNalty—will give the first Address, and other well- 
known authorities will follow. 


THE NATION’S MILK 


While all the subjects are of live practical importance, attention 
may be particularly directed to the Discussion on ““Tubercle-free 
Herds—Present Position and Policy.” 


The national milk supply has always received the serious 
consideration of the Council, who have pressed for the highest 
standards of clean, tubercle-free milk. The attention of the 
public and of the authorities has been drawn to the question at 
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several of the Association’s Annual Conferences, and in its 
popular leaflets. 


More recently a Memorandum was issued by the Council 
on the “Report of the Committee on Cattle Diseases 
(Economic Advisory Council)” which was presented to Parlia- 
ment in May, 1934. This Memorandum was widely circulated 
and is still in demand. 


Among other matters the Memorandum reiterated the objections 
already expressed with regard to the Milk Designations, and 
pressed for revision of the existing Designations with a view to 
greater clearness and simplicity. 


The matter has once more come under the consideration of 
the Council in the Draft (dated January 24, 1936) of the “Milk 
(Special Designations) Order, 1936,” proposed to be made by 
the Minister of Health, which has had the consideration of the 
Council. - 


After careful consideration the following Memorandum was 
sent by the Council to the Minister of Health:— 


“The Council have learned with much satisfaction that the Special 
Designations of Milk, as presently used, are to be revised. —The Council have 
frequently found occasion to qualify the existing Designations as lacking in 
clearness and failing to meet the needs of the milk producer or of the 
public. The Council have made statement of their views from time to time, 
and particularly in a Memorandum (December, 1934) regarding the Report 
of the Committee on Cattle Diseases (Economic Advisory Council). 


“The Council respectfully urge that the Designations introduced in the 
Draft Order remain open to serious criticism. The Council appreciate the 
difficulties of framing Designations which will be suitable from every point 
of view. It is assumed, however, that the ultimate aim of legislation is to 
encourage the production and consumption of pure milk and with that in 
view it is most desirable that the Designations, while strictly relative to the 
facts, should be readily intelligible and simple in application. 


“The Council believe that the purpose would be attained more readily 
by the omission altogether of the term ‘Certified.’ 


“The natural sequence of Designations would then be: ‘Tuberculin 
Tested,’ ‘Tuberculin Tested (Pasteurised),’ and ‘Pasteurised.’ 


“The Council understand that the introduction of the Designation, 
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‘Accredited’ is made in virtue of certain inter-departmental relationships. 
The term ‘Accredited,’ it may be remarked, seems applicable to the herd 
rather than to the milk. The reason for its introduction as a Milk Designa- 
tion might be met in some other way.” 


PUBLIC HEALTH CONSOLIDATION BILL, 1936 


The Draft Public Health Consolidation Bill, presented by 
the Minister of Health to Parliament in January, 1936, has also 
received the consideration of the Council. 


A Memorandum has been submitted by the Council to the 
Minister of Health in these terms:— 


“The Draft Public Health Bill has received the consideration of the 
Council of the National Association for the Prevention of Tuberculosis, 
especially the Clauses (171-175) dealing with provision as to the treatment 
of tuberculosis. 


“In particular, the Council of the Association welcome the inclusion of 
Clause 173, with the purpose of which the Council are in entire sympathy. 
The need for continuing care of tuberculous persons and households has 
been frequently urged by the National Association at Conferences and in 
Reports. The Council have sought to develop Care Committees in every 
way within their power. 


“The Council beg, however, respectfully to submit that the phrasing of 
Clause 173 is less fortunate than it might be. The power conferred by the 
draft Clause appears to contemplate chiefly what may be termed post- 
sanatorium care. 


“Having regard to the wider implications and results of tuberculosis in a 
household, the Council of the Association believe that the power granted 
to county and county borough councils should be defined in a wider 
sense so as to include other issues beyond that of post-sanatorium 
care. 


“Accordingly they beg to represent to the Minister that in place of the 
words: “The Council of a county or county borough shall have power to 
make such arrangements as they think desirable for the after-care of persons 
who have suffered from tuberculosis,’ the Clause should read: ‘The Council 
of a county or county borough shall have power to make such arrangements 
as they think desirable for the medical and social care of persons who suffer, 
or have suffered, from tuberculosis, and their families.’ ” 
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HANDBOOK OF TUBERCULOSIS SCHEMES FOR 
GREAT BRITAIN AND IRELAND 


The Eighth Edition of the Handbook of Tuberculosis Schemes 
was published in time for the Southport Conference in June 


1935. 


This book is becoming of increasing importance and additional 
data has been incorporated, notably the facilities available for 
ordinary elementary education on open-air lines, and statistical 
information regarding the tuberculosis service for England and 
Wales. 


The demand for the book is steadily rising and a reprint was 
necessary to comply with the increased orders. It is the only 
book of its kind, giving a complete survey of the National 
Tuberculosis Scheme as it is carried out in each locality through- 
out the country. 


The 9th Edition will be ready in 1937 and will contain additional 
statistical and other matter. In future it is hoped to publish the 
Handbook annually, so that tuberculosis workers can always be 
sure of having up to date information. 


BURROW HILL SANATORIUM COLONY 


The number of boys undergoing treatment and training at Burrow 
Hill is well maintained, thanks largely to the official circular of the 
Ministry of Health, and the special report on Burrow Hill 
presented to the Public Health Committee of the London County 
Council. Permission was granted to print excerpts from this 
report, which were circulated in the form of a pamphlet to 
Local Health Authorities. This has proved very helpful. 


Sir Frederick Menzies, who has always taken a keen interest 
in the Colony, has been appointed Chairman of the Colony 
Committee in the place of the late Mr. H. J. Tennant, and the 
Council feel that the choice is a happy one. ‘The London County 
Council are strong supporters of Burrow Hill. 

The report of the Resident Medical Superintendent (Appendix 
I, page 24) gives interesting details of the working of the Colony. 
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Particular attention is drawn to the placing of the boys in 
occupations after the completion of treatment and training. The 
standard of efficiency aimed at in both courses—horticulture and 
clerical work—is high, and the results have been extremely good. 
At the end of the Appendix will be found some typical letters 
from old boys, giving accounts of their experiences since leaving 
the Colony. 


A visit was paid in the autumn by one of H.M. Inspectors to 
the Board of Education, who was well satisfied with the service 
rendered by the Colony, and with the curriculum and manage- 
ment of its educational activities. 


EDUCATIONAL PROPAGANDA 


Experience shows that the National Tuberculosis Scheme can 
only work effectively if enlightened public opinion understands 
its aims. It is the pride of our country that the great mass of the 
people demand progressive measures and are willing to co- 
operate in working them. And in a complex social problem such 
as Tuberculosis, the public must be inspired and instructed in 
the efforts which are required of them. The Association has for 
its principal object the eradication of tuberculosis, a real and 
attainable ideal in the minds of the people and those whose 
function it is to lead and guide them. 


The list of meetings, given in Appendix II (a) (page 31), in 
which the Medical Commissioner took part during the year, will 
indicate the variety of the contacts which are made among the 
learned and the unlearned, the child and the adult. Many of 
these gatherings are organised by official agencies dealing with the 
disease, such as Health Committees and Tuberculosis Care 
Committees. Other invitations to lecture come from bodies with 
different aims, such as the Women’s Institutes, Fathers’ Councils, 
who feel the need of being equipped with a knowledge of this 
problem. 


The Council are pleased to record that during the past year, 
more intimate association has been made with the Rotary move- 
ment through a number of London and provincial clubs which 
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the Medical Commissioner has addressed at their weekly 
luncheon meetings. —The members of this movement represent 
nearly every professional and commercial calling, and are 
inspired by a high ideal of service. In some cases they assist the 
Tuberculosis Care work of the district, and the Association feels 
that much is to be gained in this way. 


New Films 


The Association’s repertoire of films has been enriched by the 
production of two fresh titles: ““Growing Up,” a popular film 
describing in a simple form some of the ways in which children 
can be protected from tuberculosis; and “The Wind and the 
Earth,” illustrating in summary some of the factors which make 
the prevention of this disease an entirely different matter in the 
rural areas from the towns. Anyone who has experienced the 
difficulties and disappointments of film-making will know how 
hard it is to combine correct teaching with popular appeal. The 
modern audience, particularly the younger portion of it, is 
critical of film presentation, and quick to make odious com- 
parisons between the Propaganda and the Commercial forms. 
The Council believe that these and the other numbers of the 
film reportoire have been enjoyed, and this is half way towards 
their real objective. 


New Sound Film: “Stand up and.... Breathe’’ 


But those who can be attracted to attend a film display on 
tuberculosis are few compared with the vast numbers who 
frequent the ordinary cinema. In Great Britain, over twenty 
million persons attend the Picture Theatres every week. What a 
field for education in Health! 


The Cinema goer, however, feels that the enjoyment, which he 
pays to receive, will be marred by anything of a didactic nature 
in the programme, and the Cinema managers cannot encourage 
as much propaganda as we should like. T’o meet this difficulty 
and satisfy part of the need, the Association has produced a new 
Sound Film entitled “Stand Up and Breathe” which has already 
won its place in the Cinema world. While no formal reference 
is made to tuberculosis, the essential laws of prevention, the use

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of open-air exercise and sunshine, are illustrated in an admirable 
way, and this film, the first of its kind to be undertaken by the 
Association, has confirmed, by its reception by the Trade and 
the Public, the impression of the Council that an educational 
production can be entertaining as well as instructive. 


The readers of this Report can do something to popularise the 
fim by mentioning it to the local Cinema Managers as what is 
called an “Interest” film. It can then be obtained through the 
ordinary trade channels. 


A further film to illustrate the National Tuberculosis Scheme 
is under consideration. 


An illustrated brochure giving the stories of films (both sound 
and silent) which can be supplied by the Association, has been 
prepared, and can be obtained from the Secretary of the National 
Association. 7 


Co-operation with other Health Agencies 
Health Exhibition 


The Association as now affiliated to the re-constituted Central 
Council for Health Education, has co-operated in a number of 
Health Exhibitions held in various centres, both urban and 
rural. The commercial element in these exhibitions is less 
prominent than formerly, and the Council feels that they meet, 
to a large extent, the desire of the Public to be informed on 
health matters. 


The Tuberculosis section, for which the National Association 
is responsible, has been entirely remodelled and rearranged on a 
suitable background figuring the double red cross. A handsome 
model of the Burrow Hill Sanatorium Colony, constructed by the 
boys now under training, occupies the centre of the stand. The 
aim of the exhibit is to give an attractive visual impression of the 
main features of tuberculosis work, and to provide a focus of 
interest with regard to which the demonstrator may answer 
questions and distribute literature. 
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Posters Service 


The Central Council has arranged a changing set of posters for 
display on large frames formerly used by the Empire Marketing 
Board. The Association has again been asked to furnish a 
poster on Tuberculosis, and the theme chosen is: “The 
application of the idea of open air to modern life.” The posters 
will be exhibited in the area of some 300 Local Health Authorities 
during the autumn of 1936. 


The National Association also supplies double-crown illustrated 
posters suitable for use in factories, workshops, waiting-rooms 
and other places where people congregate. A list of the posters 
is given in the Appendix to the report. 


Leaflets, Handbills and Pamphlets 


The Association issues numerous publications of a popular kind 
and these are continually being revised and kept attractive. They 
give in plain language what the ordinary person wants to know 
about tuberculosis. They are widely distributed at lectures and 
exhibitions, and are sold at reasonable prices to Local Health 
Authorities, and all interested persons. 


The Cost of Local Meetings 


The Association arranges willingly for lectures, addresses, and 
other demonstrations throughout the country. The cost of a 
tour of meetings varies from one locality to another. The 
principal expenses are: 


(a) hire of halls; 
(b) press advertising; 
(c) posters, cards and handbills. 


In some meetings there is little or no expense, as the hall is 
provided free and the advertising is done voluntarily. In other 
places a small charge is paid for the hall. Generally speaking, the 
cost of each meeting in a series is about £2 to £3. This includes a 
gathering of school children in the afternoon. 
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It is the policy of the Association not to make the matter of 
expense a determining consideration. If Medical Officers will 
write making proposals, they can be sure that the Association 
will view them sympathetically. 


NURSE COMMISSIONERS FOR TUBERCULOSIS 


SCOTLAND.—The Association continues to co-operate in 
the valuable work which is carried out under an Advisory 
Committee representing, in addition to the Association, the 
Royal Victoria Hospital Tuberculosis Trust, the British Red 
Cross Society (Scottish Branch) and the Queen’s Institute of 
District Nursing (Scottish Branch). 


Two Nurse Commissioners have carried on an intensive 
campaign in the Northern area (Ross-shire, Caithness, Orkney 
and Shetland) and in Inverness-shire, sometimes under the most 
trying weather conditions. The duties include co-operation with 
Local Health Officers and Doctors, talks to the district nurses, 
school teachers, children, and others interested, cinema and 
lantern lectures, and, where desirable, visits to patients in the 
several areas. 


Monthly Reports on the work of the Nurse Commissioners are 
received. From these it is evident that a great work is being 
overtaken. Far more attention is paid to health and preventive 
measures. The people are beginning to throw off their traditional! 
dread of the mere mention of tuberculosis and are developing a 
more hopeful outlook. This change of attitude is of the utmost 
importance if the medical services and improved housing 
conditions are to exert their proper influence. 


EAST SUFFOLK.—Miss A. E. White has completed her 
term of engagement as Nurse Commissioner for Tuberculosis 
in East Suffolk, and the Council of the Association has abundant 
evidence that her lectures among the District Nurses and 
members of Women’s Institutes—inspired by the highest ideals 
—have proved most fruitful. 


TUBERCULOSIS IN THE ISLAND OF CYPRUS 
The attention of the Council has been directed by one of the 
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Members (Mrs. Albert Pam) to the widespread ravages of 
tuberculosis in the Island of Cyprus, and the inadequate 
machinery for dealing with it and the difficulties with which the 
medical administration is faced. Another member of Council, 
Mr. H. A. Baker, happened to pay a visit to Cyprus shortly after 
the subject was mentioned and the Council gave Mr. Baker 
power to make fuller enquiry into the needs of the situation. The 
following are some of the salient points from his report: 


‘““The total population is in the neighbourhood of 350,000, and the British 
community, apart from visitors, number some 400-500 only. Five-sixths 
of the people are Greeks and most of the remaining sixth are Turks. 


“The standard of life is low. The staple food of the population consists 
of bread and olives; agriculture is of the simplest and most primitive kind. 
Water is insufficient and irregular in distribution. It is evident that the 
Administration have to cope with difficulties of considerable complexity. 


‘““Despite the fact that tuberculosis has been notifiable since 1930, there are 
no accurate or reliable statistics relating to the disease. There is no doubt, 
however, that pulmonary tuberculosis is widespread in the island. Bovine 
tuberculosis is happily absent. 


‘The causes of tuberculosis in Cyprus appear to be those which commonly 
prevail elsewhere, namely: poverty, bad housing and over-crowding, want of 
fresh air in sleeping quarters and ignorance of preventive measures. 


“The disease itself is regarded with extreme fear by the generality of the 
population. To be notified as tuberculous is to be made an outcast and 
the ban extends also to the sufferer’s family. The need for ‘education’ is 
evident.’ 


The Council resolved to proceed further and lend such help as 
lay in their power. It was proposed that an Association or League 
for Tuberculosis should be organised in Cyprus, and that, after 
its formation, more formal approach should be made to the 
National Association with a view to their guidance and assistance. 


The Cyprus Anti-Tuberculosis League was inaugurated with 
H.E. the Governor, Sir Richmond Palmer, K.C.M.G., as 
Patron; Dr. Neff, the Medical Officer of Health, as President; 
Mrs. Passingham as Honorary Secretary and Treasurer; and an 
influential Committee of the residents of the Island. 


The Chairman of the Council and Mr. Baker had a meeting in 
London with Sir Richmond Palmer, who expressed himself in full 
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sympathy with the purposes of an anti-tuberculosis campaign 
in the Island. 


The League applied to the National Association for affiliation. 
This was readily granted and the League was thus enabled to 
participate in the Christmas Seal Sale. Although there was little 
time to organise the Sale in 1935, the results were greater than 
anticipated. It is expected that in 1936 the Seal Sale will be 
considerably enlarged with corresponding financial results. 


Meantime the Council have contributed towards the establish- 
ment of the first Tuberculosis Dispensary in the Island, and have 
under consideration the institution of a comprehensive enquiry 
regarding the incidence of tuberculosis in Cyprus, and measures 
for its control, in co-operation with Dr. Neff, the Administrative 
Health Officer. 


PUBLICITY 


For all tuberculosis activities publicity in the Press is of vital 
importance. The Council take this opportunity of thanking the 
many Editors of daily and weekly papers who have opened their 
columns to record events of interest. The large amount of 
space given for the inclusion of reports, paragraphs and letters 
has been of great value in making the tuberculosis campaign 
known to a large public not to be reached in any other way. 
Educational articles are read by people who would never go to a 
lecture and to whom the literature regarding tuberculosis would 
otherwise remain unknown. 


It is undesirable to cite names, but the Council are especially 
grateful to the important London dailies and to the Lancashire 
papers for the preliminary notices and the very full reports they 
gave of the Annual Conference at Southport. The Conference 
itself was of outstanding interest, but without these reports it 
could not have roused the attention of the general public as it did. 


For the Christmas Seal Sale publicity is as necessary as good 
organisation. It is largely waste of money to send out letters 
containing seals unless the people to whom they are sent have 
been taught beforehand why the seals are sent and why they 
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should be bought, and perhaps donations sent as well. The 
Press did a great deal to help the 1935 Sale, but there is still a 
great need for Seal Sale Committees to bestir themselves so as to 
enlist the sympathy of the Editors of newspapers circulating in 
their area. 


Posters, too, are a most useful means of teaching the public. 
These have not yet been sufficiently used. 


INTERNATIONAL UNION AGAINST TUBERCULOSIS 


The tenth Conference of the International Union against 
Tuberculosis will meet in Lisbon from September 7 to I0, 1936. 


The International Union was formed after the War, with head- 
quarters in Paris. Conferences are held every second year in 
different countries. The following cities have been visited: 
Paris, London, Brussels, Lausanne, Washington, Rome, Oslo, 
The Hague and Amsterdam, and Warsaw. 


The International Union serves a valuable purpose in bringing 
together nations which have a common object—the prevention, 
study and treatment of tuberculosis. Forty-three countries are 
now adherent to the Union, either through their National 
Tuberculosis Associations or, where these are non-existent, 
through their respective Governments. 


The following papers will be discussed at the Lisbon Con- 
ference: 


1. Radiological aspects of the pulmonary hilum and their interpretation. 
2. Primary tuberculous infection in the adolescent and the adult. 


3. The open case of tuberculosis in relation to family and domestic 
associates. 


Three representatives from the National Association for the 
Prevention of Tuberculosis have been invited to contribute to 
the discussions. 


Members of the International Union may take part in the 
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Conference free of any contribution fee. Those who are not 
Members of the Union, and who wish to be present as ““Members 
of the Conference” should apply for further information to the 
Secretary of the National Association for the Prevention of 
Tuberculosis, Tavistock House North, Tavistock Square, 
London, W.C.1. 


AFFILIATED BODIES 


There has been a marked increase in the number of applications 
for affiliations to the Association. This has been especially 
conspicuous since the Christmas Seal Sale was inaugurated in 1933. 


Voluntary Care Committees and kindred Associations are of 
extreme value as links in the chain of the National Tuberculosis 
Scheme. These Committees can help in many ways, e.g., in 
alleviating the domestic and economic difficulties of the tuber- 
culous household and particularly of the wage-earner who is 
reluctant to undergo treatment unless his family can be sym- 
pathetically and practically looked after. Unless there is an 
active Care Committee attached to the Tuberculosis Dispensary 
a great deal of the work and money expended is wasted. To the 
Care Committee patients attending the Dispensary, in need of 
such practical guidance and help, are referred. 


Seventy-seven bodies are now affiliated to the Association, an 
increase of twenty-two since the last report was issued.

The Propaganda Committee has drafted a Model Constitution 
for Tuberculosis Care Committees. This will be found in 
Appendix V (page 52).

THE NATIONAL CHRISTMAS SEAL SALE FOR 
TUBERCULOSIS 


The third National Sale of Christmas Seals opened on October 
15, 1935, and closed on January 31, 1936. 
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Her Royal Highness the Duchess of York was again graciously 
pleased to extend her patronage to the Sale, at the request of the 
Marchioness of Titchfield, Chairman of the Headquarters 
Christmas Seal Committee. 


Twenty-six local Committees joined in the scheme this year 
(including that of the Island of Cyprus) and seals were also sold 
from headquarters on behalf of the funds of the Association. 


The totals results greatly exceeded the figure for last year. 
The amounts made by local committees varied from about £21 
to over £1,000, the total being nearly £8,000. 


There is little doubt that the National Sale of Christmas Seals 
is now firmly established as an annual event, and that it will soon 
spread to every part of the country. With better understanding 
of the need for publicity and organisation, the sums raised by 
local committees should be increased greatly in the coming 
years, and thus afford a solution of financial difficulties in the 
several areas. 


The object which the Council of the National Association had 
in view in inaugurating the Annual Sale of Christmas Seals 
was the encouragement of local voluntary work for tuberculosis 
and especially the formation and development of committees for 
the continuing care of the tuberculous poor. Without such a 
committee forming part of the organisation of each Tuberculosis 
Dispensary, no Tuberculosis Scheme can be complete. 


His late Majesty King George V, whose interest in all schemes 
for the betterment of human life was unfailing, showed deep 
sympathy with the new movement and again made a generous 
contribution to the funds. 


The seals, posters, note-paper, and other necessary material 
are provided by the Headquarters Committee and are sold to 
local Seal Sale Committees at the lowest possible price. Every 
penny of profit made by a local Seal Sale Committee is retained 
by the Affiliated Society on whose behalf the Sale has been held. 


Following the Annual Conference a Christmas Seal meeting 
will be held at Tavistock House North on Saturday, July 18, at 
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I1a.m. The chair will be taken by the Marchioness of ‘Titchfield, 
Chairman of the Headquarters Committee of the Christmas Seal 
Sale, and an Address will be given by Mr. Frank Kiernan, of 
the New York Tuberculosis Association. 


Members of local Seal Sale Committees are invited to attend— 
as also members of the Committees of Tuberculosis Societies 
affiliated to the N.A.P.T. 


In addition to speeches on methods of selling seals, there will 
be practical demonstrations of the organisation of a “‘Mail 
Sale’? and other methods of selling seals as well as an exhibition 
of posters and window decorations. 


A collection of Christmas Seals from the British Empire and 
from many other countries will also be shown. 


FINANCE 


Reference has already been made to the loss the Council has 
sustained in the death of Mr. Tennant, the Honorary Treasurer 
for so many years. Mr. Tennant guarded the funds of the 
Association zealously, but was always willing to sanction wise 
expenditure. Mr. Ashton, our new Treasurer, will carry on the 
same traditions. 


The capital account of the Association is in a satisfactory 
condition, and the actual expenditure has been comparatively 
small having regard to the work that has been done. 


The Association is presently embarking on a Tuberculosis 
Investigation in Cyprus, to which reference will be found on 
page 13. A grant of {100 has been made towards the first 
Tuberculosis Dispensary in the Island.

APPENDIX J 


BURROW HILL SANATORIUM COLONY, FRIMLEY 
(a) Report of the Resident Medical Superintendent 


Sufficient commentary on the successful work of the Colony for 1935 is 
afforded by the fact that the last day of the year found us with all our beds 
occupied or reserved and several patients on the list of those awaiting ad- 
mission. From this circumstance it will be apparent that the special facilities 
of the Institution have been appreciated by Local Authorities, and that our 
unique position as the only Sanatorium College in the country is widely 
recognised. In attaining this goal we have been very materially assisted by the 
report published by the London County Council in the autumn of 1934, and 
by the circular letter issued by the Ministry of Health in 1935. 


Under the heading of treatment it is not necessary to say much, as this is 
carried out on the usual sanatorium lines. What might be stressed, however, 
is the striking improvement observed in a number of cases of pronounced 
disease. This is interesting and important because of the well-known 
seriousness of the prognosis in cases of severe disease in adolescence. There 
can be little doubt that these favourable results have been due to the prolonged 
periods of treatment undergone by such patients who have had two years 
in residence at the Colony, following upon previous institutional treatment in 
sanatoria or hospitals. It is only in adolescence or in early adult life that 
institutional treatment of this duration is feasible. Even then it is often a 
difficult task to persuade the patient to stay the course and complete so lengthy 
a period of treatment away from home and friends. For assistance in this 
direction we have to thank many Tuberculosis Officers and Medical Officers 
of sanatoria, who have carefully instructed patients, prior to admission, in 
the importance of the opportunity presented to them. We have also to thank 
Local Authorities throughout the country for their co-operation in securing 
lengthy periods of treatment. Results indicate that this expenditure on 
prolonged and, above all, on continued treatment is a sound investment. 


The educational side of our activities is, of course, the distinctive feature of 
the scheme in operation at Burrow Hill, but it should be emphasised that this 
is necessarily secondary to treatment to which it proves an invaluable comple- 
ment. The educational experiment at Burrow Hill may lead, in time, to further 
developments in education as an accompaniment of sanatorium treatment in 
general. The seal of approval has been placed on the scholastic activities by a 
report issued by the Board of Education in November, 1935, following upon 
an inspection earlier in the year. This very favourable report from a body 
which wisely avoids superlatives is a great tribute to the work of the teaching 
staff and to the harmonious conditions under which this difficult work is 
carried out. 


There have been some notable improvements in the teaching and training 
facilities in the course of the year. On the clerical side the model office has 
proved a great incentive to keenness in work. This office was formerly a 
school store-room which was conveniently situated and easily converted to its 
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present purpose. Equipped with all the usual furniture of an office, such as 
typewriters, duplicator and filing cabinets, it provides a splendid finishing 
school for youths arriving at completion of the clerical course. It also adds 
greatly to the interest of their work and gives them a much better idea of what 
will be expected of them later on when they are in employment. 


In the garden course the teaching has been greatly facilitated by the provision 
of special quarters. For the winter months one section of an old hut has been 
renovated and furnished as a lecture room for horticultural instruction. During 
the summer months these lectures were always given out of doors—zin the 
open or in a garden shed. We have now a specially constructed open-air 
theatre made by the boys themselves. It is simply a circle of benches on a 
level piece of ground on the hill-side above the garden. Sheltered by trees, this 
makes a delightful setting for open-air study. Both these improvements have 
greatly aided the task of the instructors in summer and in winter, and they 
have also encouraged the pupils to take a greater interest in their lectures. 


I append to this report detailed statements on the work of the school from the 
headmaster, Mr. L. J. Allen, and on the work in the garden course from the 
head horticultural instructor, Mr. F. E. Miller. 


Report from the Head Teacher on the Training of Boys in 
Clerical Work; and the Course in General Education of Boys 
following Instruction in Horticulture 


The clerical course of the school prepares boys for the examinations of the 
Royal Society of Arts and for those promoted for Pitman’s Shorthand. They 
come six times each year—4 for Pitman’s Shorthand, and 2 for the Royal 
Society of Arts. The last examination in the calendar year falls upon the last 
Thursday in October, and it is convenient to count the school year as the 12 
months ending October 31. 


In the 12 months ending October 31, 1935, 50 youths completed a full course. 
Some of these had only a meagre education through adversity, ill-health, etc. 
Others were of a poor mental standard, necessitating individual teaching in 
many subjects. Nevertheless 39 boys (or 78%) attempted at least one paper in 
one examination. Many advanced through several papers in successive 
examinations. 


Not all the entrants were successful. The figures below show the results 
achieved by the 39 candidates:

Where a youth has left the Colony before completing his full training his 
record has not been included in this analysis.

In the garden course the educational standard is lower than that of the 
clerical group, although from time to time a gardener will show ability that 
compares very favourably with the best of the clericals. With the majority 
of the gardeners, however, the school training takes the form of a revision of 
what knowledge they have, and this forms the basis for an advance in the 
subjects likely to be of greatest value in after life. Where a gardener has had 
sound training before entering the Colony, he is encouraged to study the 
theoretical side of Horticulture by means of private study in school. The 
Surrey County Library sends books for a period of three months or more, and 
by this means, expensive books become available. 


A number of gardeners are at such a low standard of education that it is 
necessary to teach them the rudiments of reading and writing.

Report on the Training of Boys in Horticulture at Burrow 
Hill Colony 


There are, on the average, 40 boys yearly taking this course of horticulture, 
laid down by the Surrey County Council Horticultural Committee, to which 
the instructors of this Colony strictly adhere. 


Owing to the wide range of education, temperament and physique, the 
rapidity of attainment differs, but some very striking results have been 
obtained during the past three or four years, as instanced by the following: 


During the season 1933/4 four boys entered for the Royal Horticultural 
Society general examination and all passed, three gaining first class Junior 
Certificates, and one a silver medal for being equal first in all England, and 
one a third-class Senior Certificate. 


In the year 1934/5 five boys entered and again all passed, one gaining first 
class Senior Certificate and four gaining second class Junior Certificates. 


These achievements necessitated not only spare time study by the boys 
themselves, but voluntary lectures by the instructors in the evenings to enable 
the boys to get that personal touch with the subject concerned. 


The London County Council Parks Committee have kindly allotted a number 
of posts to suitable London boys from this Colony. This gives a keenness 
amongst the boys to compete for these posts. 


Of the boys who have been placed in the London County Council Parks, 
four have passed the Parks examination (theory and practical) at the first 
attempt, and three others at the second attempt. 
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The results attained, both at the Colony and from reports of employers of 
boys who have been trained, show that the majority of the boys undoubtedly 
benefit by the training given.

“You will be pleased to know that I am in a very good situation, and am only too 
ready to admit that I owe to Burrow Hill the good health that I enjoy and the com- 
fortable position I am in at present. I did not know the slightest thing about Shorthand, 
Typewriting and Book-keeping until I came under the tuition of Mr. » but today 
these subjects are essential to my business career, and I am in receipt of a salary of 
£104 per annum, which, for a chap who has spent the years from 16 to 18 in hospital, 
is very good. 


‘I will be pleased if you will kindly convey my kindest regards to the schoolmasters 
and acquaint them with my appreciation of all that was done for me for, although I 
was only at the school for twelve months, I think I learnt more of the things that 
really matter for a business career than I did during all the other years of my schooling. 


“In conclusion I should like to say that if there are any other patients under your 
care who, like myself, are very unhappy at the thought of unemployment when they 
are discharged, you can assure them from me that there are plenty of good jobs in 
London for people who are well educated, and I am of the opinion that the schooling 
at Burrow Hill is as good as anywhere.” 


(3) “Since I left the Colony I have been keeping in fairly good health and am pro- 
gressing favourably. I have been fortunate to secure a position in the employ of Messrs. 
» but I am still pressing the Gas Company for a job. I find the work very 
enjoyable, and, through the good training I received at the Colony, I find it very easy. 


“IT was very glad to hear that I had received a first-class pass in the R.S.A. Exam., 
and to think that I had done my bit towards keeping up the reputation of the Colony 
as a place where excellent results are achieved in the examinations, although I must 
confess that the whole thing was entirely due to the excellent coaching of the School- 
masters.’

(b) Notice to Health Authorities and others 


The services of the Medical Commissioner for Tuberculosis are available to 
Health Authorities and other organisations to give lectures illustrated by films 
and slides. He can make arrangements for showing the films with one of the 
Association’s portable projectors in almost any kind of hall, provided that 
there are no sky-lights. Black curtains which will obscure the windows of all 
but the largest halls are carried. The Association’s technical assistant will 
erect the screen and apparatus and project the films and slides. 


Those who wish to arrange for these lectures are asked to write to the Medical 
Commissioner giving, if possible, a range of suitable dates and particulars of 
the size of the hall and the approximate number and size of the windows that 
-will have to be darkened (if the meeting is held in daylight hours). 
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If there is adequate publicity, the public will attend these lectures in large 
numbers. By means of posters, newspaper advertisements, window-cards, 
handbills and pulpit announcements it is possible to ensure that most members 
of any community will know of the meeting. If it be brought to their notice 
persistently a large number will attend. 


Special gatherings of school children are usually held in the afternoon at 
about 3 o’clock, by permission of the Education Authority. Suitably chosen 
films which give the positive side of the subject and are free from disagreeable 
features are shown. These talks are very successful, and, apart from their 
intrinsic value, they help to advertise the public meeting in the evening. 


No-one need fear that people will be afraid to attend a lecture on Tuberculosis. 
If it is well organised and adequately advertised there need be no doubt of 
its success. } 


HIRE OF CINEMATOGRAPH FILMS AND SLIDES 


A full list of lantern slides and description of cinematograph films available 
for hire from the Association will be sent on application to the Medical 
Commissioner. 


The Association’s cinematograph films and slides cover the subject of the 
Prevention of Tuberculosis in its widest sense. There is material to illustrate 
lectures to medical students and nurses, as well as more homely talks to 
mothers and children. 


The Association is anxious that these should be of the greatest possible 
value to anyone who is preparing a lecture on a special aspect of the subject. 


The Medical Commissioner will, on request, offer suggestions as to the 
most suitable slides and films for any particular purpose, and will send type- 
written notes to form the basis of a lecture. 


Cinematograph projectors taking films of standard and 16 mm. size are 
available for hire at a moderate charge. The current may be obtained from 
any electricity supply of over §0 volts. 


The films are non-inflammable, and may be shown without special licence or 
insurance in any hall.

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APPENDIX IV 


CONDITIONS FOR AFFILIATION OF OTHER BODIES TO 
THE NATIONAL ASSOCIATION 


1. The Council of the National Association desire to extend widely among 
suitably constituted bodies dealing with tuberculosis the privilege of affiliation, 
both in the interests of these bodies themselves, and in order to emphasize 
the national character of anti-tuberculosis work. 


2. Any Voluntary Society or Committee whose principal aim is the eradi- 
cation of tuberculosis, and whose practical work to that end is approved by 
the Council of the National Association, shall be eligible for affiliation. 


3. This definition includes voluntary bodies which are concerned in the 
treatment of individual cases and the protection of their families; such as 
Tuberculosis Dispensaries, Care Committees, Sanatoria, Hospitals, 
Colonies, Settlements, Open-air Schools, Workshops and Classes for the 
training and employment of tuberculous persons, agencies for furthering the 
eradication of tuberculosis among cattle and the sale of milk from tuberculin- 
tested herds; provided that in each case they are approved by the Council. 


4. The privileges of affiliation are as follows: 


(1) Affiliated societies have the right to use the double red cross sign, and are requested 
to print it on reports, notepaper, etc. A block of the cross is supplied free. It is also 
requested that societies shall add after their names on reports, paper, etc., the words 
‘affiliated to the National Association for the Prevention of Tuberculosis.” 


(2) Literature is supplied at cost price. 


(3) Individual cases requiring assistance which, owing to any special circumstances, 
cannot be dealt with adequately by the health authorities or other local agencies, and 
which are recommended by an affiliated society, receive the special consideration of 
the Association’s Grants Committee. 


(4) Affiliated societies have the right to send one representative each to the Associa- 
tion’s Annual Conference without payment of a fee. 


(5) The Council of the National Association are always ready to give advice or 
information. 


There is no fee for affiliation. 


5. Affiliation may, with the further sanction of the Council, carry with it 
the right to participate in the Christmas Seal Sale for Tuberculosis. 


6. The privilege of affiliation shall be continued from year to year, and at 
any time the Council of the National Association shall have the right to 
withdraw the privilege, if the Constitution or Objects of the affiliated society 
are changed, or if, in the opinion of the Council, the work of the affiliated 
body does not reach the standard considered by the Council to be adequate. 
The affiliated society shall send a copy of its Annual Report and Balance Sheet 
to the Association. 


7. Before granting affiliation, the Council shall consider the Constitution 
and Objects of the body seeking the privilege, and its latest Report, audited 
Balance Sheet, and other evidence of work accomplished.

APPENDIX V 


MODEL CONSTITUTION FOR A COUNTY OR COUNTY 
BOROUGH VOLUNTARY TUBERCULOSIS CARE ASSOCIATION 


1. This shall be styled the —— Voluntary County Tuberculosis Care 
Association, affiliated to the National Association for the Prevention of 
Tuberculosis, and shall consist of representatives from the Tuberculosis Care 
Committees in the County and other interested persons. 


2. Its object shall be the continuous care of patients suffering from Tuber- 
culosis, and their families. Its activities may include the following:— 


(a) To ensure that every person suffering from Tuberculosis in the county area is 
under the supervision of the local Tuberculosis Dispensary. 


(b) To provide, where necessary and possible, improved housing accommodation and 
means of livelihood for tuberculous persons and their families. 


(c) To provide means of occupation, open-air shelters, bedding, clothing, books, and 
other means of improving the patients’ mental and physical environment. 


(d) To provide, in Holiday and Convalescent Homes, accommodation for children 
and others in contact with cases of tuberculosis. 


(e) To provide means whereby patients in sanatoriums can be visited by their relatives. 


(f) To provide extra nourishment for patients suffering from tuberculosis, and their 
families. 


(g) To set up workshops and handicraft classes for tuberculous persons. 
(h) To form fresh Voluntary Care Committees or area sub-Committees where necessary 
to carry out the above objects in various parts of the County. 


In carrying out the above activities, full contact shall be made with the 
appropriate official and voluntary agencies. 


The Association shall exist to promote the above activities either by assistance 
to existing Care Committees, the promotion of new Care Committees, or by 
direct administrative action. 


3. The Association shall consist of —— representatives from each Care 
Committee in the area. 


4. The Office Bearers shall consist of a Chairman, Vice-Chairman, Secre- 
tary, Treasurer, and —— members. In addition, —— members of the County 
Council of may be co-opted. 


5. The County Medical Officer of Health and County Tuberculosis Officers 
shall be members ex officizs. 


6. The Committee shall apply for recognition to the County Council of 
—— in order to become eligible to receive grants available for the care of 
persons suffering from tuberculosis. 


7. An Executive Committee of the Association may be formed, consisting 
of the office-bearers, the Tuberculosis Officers and —— members. 


8. Any three members of the Committee resident in a particular part of the 
County may be formed into an Area Sub-Committee for that area, with power 
to co-opt two persons to their number, and such powers of action as the 
County Committee shall see fit. 


§2 


9. The Association shall meet four times yearly in the months of January, 
May, July and November. 


10. If, on the formation of the County Tuberculosis Care Association, there 
exist other local Tuberculosis Care Committees or bodies undertaking 
Tuberculosis Care Work for a part of the County less than the whole, but not 
affiliated to the National Association for the Prevention of Tuberculosis, the 
County Association shall agree to give them representation on its member- 
ship, provided the constitution and objects of such local Associations are 
approved by the National Association for the Prevention of Tuberculosis. 


Where such existing local Care Committees or other bodies undertaking 
Tuberculosis Care Work are affiliated to the National Association for the 
Prevention of Tuberculosis, they shall be admitted to membership of the 
County Association. 


1m. New bodies proposing to undertake Tuberculosis Care Work in the 
County may be given representation on the County Association provided that 
their Constitution and objects are approved by the County Association and 
by the National Association for the Prevention of Tuberculosis. 


12. The County Association shall publish an Annual Report and Balance 
Sheet. 


13. The Committee shall apply annually to the National Association for the 
Prevention of Tuberculosis for participation in the benefits of the Seal Sale. 


14. All matters of doubt in the working of the County Care Association 
shall be referred to the Council of the National Association for the Prevention 
of Tuberculosis.
